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Aving been foearneftly fhewjng the 
H melancholy Decay of our Trade 
and Trading Towns, upen the vi- 
fible Encreaie of Ea/t-Indiz Goods in the 
latter Years of their Importation, it feems 
neceflary for me, in order to open the Eyes vs 
fome People, who muft have every thing made 
plain to them as theygo, to an{wera Queftion. 
Of what mighty Confequence were the 
particular Branches of Trade which this 
did affe&t, that fo much Noife was made of 
it, as if the whole Natien was juft going to 
be deftroy’d ? 

I own this Queftion material ; for if the 
Numbers of People were not very confide. 
rable, the Argument had not been of Force 
enough. and it was not worth while to 
fireightcn the Eaft-/ndiz Trade to relieve 
them, fince the Eaft- Indias Trade being con- 
fiderable in ic felt, is neither without its 


Arguments,’ or its Ufes, and ought not 
to be fupprefs’d for every Trifle. 
To anfwer thisdire@ly, ic will be need- 
fol to fingle eut one Place to make a Calcu- 
lation from 3 and as nothing jis more’ afhi- 
ftant toTruth than Matter of Faét,J thall'de- 
Scribe the Pofture of the Manufa@urers,and 
the Figure they made'in the. Nation, by fr- 
ing uponone Part, viz. theCounty of Norfotk 
including the City of Norwich. This.whole 
County containing near 700 Parifhes, and a 
vaft Number of People, is, g¢nerally {peak- 
ing, wholty maintain’d, and its Poor wholly 
employ’d by the Manufatture of Worftéd- 
Stuffs, and Stuffs made of Silk, or Hair 
mingled with Worfted 5 the Stocking Trade, 
which was once very confiderable, being in 
a manrcr totally declined there— Now to 
make a Calculation upon Numbers hire, 
take it as follows.

So that upon the Whole, the Scuff Trade 
in the County of Norfolk, and City of Nor- 
wich only, may be allow’d to employ Looms 
100099, Horfes 20000, and People 106333. 
What Propestion London, Canterbury, avd 
tome Towns employ’d ia the Shafloon 
Trade, €%c. and in other Trades equally con- 
cera’d in the Calamity, isnot only too long, 
and perhaps dithcult to be entred upon, at 
leaft ia fo (mall aCompafs, but alfo not ab- 
folutely neceffary. | 

It may however be needful to give you 
the Foot of the Account, and to tell you, 
that upon the neareft Eftimate I can make, 
and after no little Pains taken in the Calcu- 
lation, lam come to theie Generals, and 
believe no Man, that underftandsthe Trade

1. If we cakulate it upon the City of 
Canserbury, it would be a difmal Story in- 
deed, where 1000 Looms being reduced 
to under so, the general Decay of the Ma- 
nufaéture amounted to 19 Parts in 20, and 
upon that Foot the whole Manufa@ure in all 
the Places would be reduced to 1500 Looms, 
and about 16000 People ; fu that had all che 
Places decay’d like that, 300000 Peoole 
had been put out of their Employment. 


2. If we were tO calculate upon Sprisice 
Fields, allowing Part of cheir Decay wo be 
fupply’d by theit Encroachment made upon 
the Norwich Trade, yer at leaft 7 Parts in 
to of their Trade was loft. 

3- If you go cothe City of Norwich and 
County of Norfolk, 4-Partsin 10 is allow’d: 
to be funk. 


And put this ai] together, above One 
half of the Manufagture was entirely ioft, 
One Half of the People (catter’d and 
ruin’d, and afl this by the Bacreale of 
the Eaft. India Trade, as fhall appear in 
our next.
